Stiffening of Russian Resist- 
ance Is Pointed Out, Inter- 
vention Dangerous 


By Carl D. Groat 3 
Washington, March 2—America’s 
decision as to Japanese or joint allied 
intervention in Siberia remains to- 
day one of the deepest international 
puzzles of recent months. 

A high cabinet member suggested 
that the U. S. will not objet to Japan 
going in in self defense, but that this 
country will not join. Speculation ray 
to confirmation of this view but the 
state department was silent early to- 
day. Other sources close to the pros- 
ident suggested that the problem pre~ 
sented one of the most delicate ques~ 
tions this government has had ta 
meet. 

Some official’ frankly doubted 
that the situation thus far is such as 


to require Japan’s entrance. In this 
connection they pointed out that Rus- 
sian resistance is stiffening and that 
German penetration to Siberia is next 
to impossible. As for Germans in 
Siberia, they have not constituted a 
real menace yet and the supplies at 
Vladivostok are apparently in no ex- 
treme danger for the moment. 

More important in the opinion of 
those opposed is the fact that permis- 
sion to Japan would’ mean the en- 
trance of an autocracy into Russia's 
eastern gateway while another au- 
tocracy oppresed her from the west. 

These authorities said it was quite 
conceivable that once Japan had tak- 
én hold in Siberia she would be loath 
to relinquish it.

On the other hand, those navolit 
the step said Japan as anally ought 
to be aceorded full trust, and that 
she should be backed up in the in- 
tervention on the ground that her 
interests in the east had td be pro- 
tected, while at the game timé no 
J aggression would be attempted a~ 
gainst the Russians. 

The allies apparently ‘are quite 
favorable to action, presumably with 
Japan playing a lone hand. Some of 
the allied feeling is that Russia de- 
serves no consideration at allied or 
American hands. This spirit, however 
conflicts with the American idea of 
encouraging the Russians particular- 


ly as they now show some tendency 
to hold off the Teuton. 
The German grasp on~Russia is 


considered as just as distinct a men- 
ece to world peace as, her Mittle- 
europa idea or her control of Alsace- 
Lorraine. And it is argued that any- 
thing that will tend to thwart the 
German with@ut harming the Russian 
is worth trying. 
The apparent breaking off or Russo 


German peace negotiations squares 
with the recent diplomatic advices 
of the American government which 


said that ultimately a real fighting 

line would be formed and a new lead~ 
er would arise to head the slavs. Ru-. 
mania too is now inclined to resent 

imposition of any unfair German 

peace terms
